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Crime and Reprisals. 
Gritics of the conduct of the Crown's 
forces in Ireland belong to ‘two classes. 


There is the class which, for political or 


sentimental reasons, hates British govern- 
ment in this country and loses ao oppor- 
tunity to traduce its agents. There 
is the other class which is so jealous 
for the ‘honour of the King's uniform 


that charges against that honour, 


fll it with distress and make it 
msistent on full inquiry and explana- 
tion. A “majority of members of the 
House of Commons and the vast majority 
of the British people belong to the second 
class, and they awaited with keen 
anxiety the Government's reply to the 
charges of reprisals in Ireland. These 
charges are, first, that the forces of 
the Crown have been guilty of wanton, 
deliberate, and atrocious acts of reprisal 
on. a large scale, and, next, that the 
Government itself approves of these “re- 
prisals, possibly has organised them, and 
‘certainly has condoned them. The Chief 
Secretary answered the charges yesterday 
with a speech which convinced the House, 
and will convince the country, of 
two things—that, while reprisals ‘have 
occurred, the general conduct of the 
police and troops has been admir- 
able; and that th» Government con- 
demns reprisals and is doing its best 
to stop them. It admits that no provoca- 
| tion can excuse reprisals, and that, as 
Lord Robert Cecil said, they have a deadly 
effect on military discipline. At alt costs, 
and for every moral and material reason, 
policemen and. soldiers must be prevented 
from taking the law into their own hands 
and must be punished if the offence is 
brought home to them by impartial evi- 
dence. Nevertheless, while the admitted 
reprisals cannot be defended, they can be 
explained; and men who, like Mr. 
Asquith and Mr. Hepdersen, seem to 
ignore the explanation, scem also to 
challenge the ancient words of wisdom 
that nemo repente fuit turpissimus. As 
Sir Hamar Greenwood reminded the 
House, the men who are ‘now accused of 
wholesale barbarities are “the heroes of 
yesterday.” It is lamentable that some 
of thei have committed reprisals under 
such provocation as human nature—for- 
tunately for the peace and progress of 
mankind—seldom is required to with- 
stand. ae: 

The Chief Secretary's speech was a 
clear statement of present conditions in 
Ireland and of the Government's firm pur- 
pose to restore law and order. It will be 
denounced as lacking in sympathy and 
constructive vision. On the contrary, it re- 
vealed the most practical kind’ of sym- 
pathy with the law-abiding majority in 
Ireland, and it recognised. the hard fact 
that destruction must cease before con- 
struction can begin. To-day Ireland is 
groaning under a tyranny which is mainly 
of her own making. British Governments 
acted with the utmost folly in allowing 
it to reach its present proportions, 
but that fact does not diminish 
Ireland's responsibility. She saw the 
thing born; she allowed it to grow; even 
now, while loathing and fearing its 
horrors, she connives at them. The 
Government is confronted with an organ- 
ised canspiracy not only to create anarchy 
in Ireland, but, as the Chief Secretary 


chief weapons are murder, rapine, day- 
light ambushes and midnight burnings. 
its agents have worked hitherto with 
virtual immunity because the whole com- 
munity is tongue-tied with terror. Not a 
‘single murderer of the huridred Irish 
policemen who have fallen in the present 
year has been breught to justice. There 
are only nine counties in Ireland that in 
recent months have not been stained with 
the blood of servants of the Crown. It is 
| #8 unjust to ignore these facts as it would 
be wicked to defend the policy of re- 
prisals. The Government has decided 
that the conspiracy must be crushed if 
Ireland and the Empire ‘are to survive. 
it has decided to suppress murder with a 
strong hand, to protect ceffettively the 
lives of its police and soldiers, to restore 
public order, and to compel—if it cannot 
persuade—Irelatil to come to her own 
rescue by ceasing to offer active. or passive 
resistance to the processes of law. Sir 
Hamar Greenwood will be abused roundly 
for the strength and candour of his 
speech; but the Government would have 
been guilty of a real failure of duty if it 
had not given the Irish poople fair warn 
ing of its purpose. ; 
Mr. Henderson said yesterday that the 
present condition of Ireland was the re- 
sult of “the repressive military character '' 
of British administration. That is one of 
those foolish flourishes which: darken 
counsel and help nobody. The present 
character of British administration in Ire- 
land is repressive and military because, 
through the fault of Irishmen themselves, 
the country’s state demands it. The work 
of the police and soldiers is perilous, 
laborious, and distasteful. They would 
welcome more warmly than any others a 
peace that would allow the “Army of 
Occupation ’’ to go home and the police to 
return to their normal duties. It is for 
the Irish people themselves to speed the 
happy day. The Chief Secretary assures 
us that the Government at last is “ break- 
ing the terror,” that punishment has 
begun to follow closely on the heels of 
crime, and that there is a good prospect 
of the restoration of law and order. Yet, 
if the task is left entirely to the forces 
of the Crown, its fulfilment may be slow. 
Restrictive measures will injure trade 
and industry and will involve the whole 
country in many hardships. So long as 
the tyrangy endures there can be no hope 
of political settlement. The end of crime 
and repression and the blessings of scttle- 
ment will come twice as quickly if the Irish 
people will co-operate with the Govern- | 
ment in the restoration of law. That is 
the moral of Sir Hamar Greenwood’s 
speech, and, if the speech had been less 
vigorous and straightforward, the moral 
would have been less obvious. When 
murder ceases repression will cease, and 
the Government Will have no occasion to 
deplore and explain ‘reprisals. When the 
civil courts take courage to administer 
equal justice the need of military tribunals 
will have disappeared. If to the Govern- 
ment’s resolve that murder must be 
punished as a crime against the law Ire- 
land adds her resolve that it must cease 
as a crime against God, her black horizon 
soon will be tinged with light. The 
longer she chooses to remain a mere 
spectator of the grim conflict between 
order and lawlessness, the Jonger that con- 
flict must endure.

functions had come to an end. He had been 
retained by the family of the accused, who 
was a minor, and that was ail he had to say. 
He could not force his services on the agcused, 
and could take no further part in the proceed- 
ings. 
Coansel for tac prosecution in opening the 
case said that it was the first of its kind whick 
had to be tried by such a tribunal as was now 
sitting, and which was unfortunately rendered 
necessary by the conditions through which the 
country was now passing.

On arrival, 
Sergeant Banks got down and entered the 
passage ‘eading into the bakery, and two of the 
men got out. Passing down the passage Banks 
heard shots being fired in the street, and look- 
ing ahead he saw a man standing at the corner 
facing him, who was pointing a pistol in his 
direction: The man fired two shots, none of 
which took effett.

One area is known as the “ Midiand,” which 
has its headquarters in Dublin, and is em- 
braced by a line passing from Dundalk to West- 
port, and by another line passing from Lime- 
rick to Gorey. The North of Ireland area has 
its office in Belfast, and the southern area in 
Cork. There is also a body appointed over 
these Committees, known as the Irish Coal 
Supplies (Ireland) Committee, whose function Is 
to see that they get their proper allocation of 
supplies from Great Britain when a: difficulty 
arises. If treland is getting her proper supply: 


‘the only matter to be dealt with is that o

The bellmen, who supply small 
householders, have also hed their supplies re- 
stricted, so that those in the habit of purchasing 
bage, and in many cases only stones, will feel 
the pinch very acutely during the coming. days. 
In regard to industrial concerns, the opinion of 
those with a knowledge of the circumstances ix 
that the more extensive places of employment 
will be able to carry on business for some time 
ret. During the last few months they have 
Shen able to replenish their stocks, and will be 
able to hold out, while exercising every yconomy 
at the same time, for a good period. A diffi- 
culty arises, however, im respect to other con- 
eerns, which, through stress of financial re- 
sources or want of accommodation, have not 
been so fortunate as their more wealthy and

THE TRAM SERVICE.

x Anderson, one of the most re ted 

x public-spirited citizens of Dublin, Mr. Ander- 

son, who had reached the ripe age of 77 years, 


| came to Ireland in the sixties of last century. 


He was @ native of Edinburgh, and after his 
early training in the Royal Assurance Com- 
pany s office there, he came to Dublin in 1865 
as chief clerk of the Royal in Dame street, 
under the late Mr. Stride. His ability ay 
marked him out for promotion. In 1 the 
directors of the Commercial Union Assurance 
Company decided that a manager should be 
appointed for the Dublin district, and they 
offered the responsible position to Mr. Ander- 
son, who took charge of the Fire and Life 
branches in succession to Mr. Michael Murphy. 
During the long period of 29 years, in which 
the insurance business made enormous strides 
in Ireland, Mr. Anderson brought all his sterl- 
ing abilities to bear on the successful develop- 
ment of his company’s business in Ireland, and 
in the pursuit of his profession rose to a posi- 
tion of almost unique popularity among the 
insuring public. In 1908 he retired on pension, 
and shortly afterwards was elected to a seat 
cen the Local Board of the Commercial Union, 
on which he continued to serve until the end. 
A man of indomitable energy and untiring in- 
dustry, Mr. Anderson found full scope for the 
exercise of these gifts in the discharge of his 
public duties as a citizen. In 1902 he was 
elected a momber of Rathmines Town Commis- 
sioners, was Chairman in 1912, and for some 
years, until the last election, he represented 
the township among the South Dublin Guar. 
dians. His genial nature and urbane manner 
made him a popular member of both Boards. 
He was a member of the Council of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, a Governor of Mercer's Hos- 
pital, amd for a long period he acted as trea- 
surer of the Benevolent Society of St. Andrew. 
He was one of the oldest members of Adelaide 
road Prestyterian Church, in which he held 
office for many years, and in the affaires of 
which he took a convinced and earnest interest.
